WASHINGTON, March 16.—General 
Mateo Almanza, one of the revolution- 
ary leaders in Mexico, and ‘his entire 
siaf{- have been tried by a Villa court- 
martial and executed by a firing squad 
lat Torreon. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was made by .Sefior Llorente, con- 
fidential agent of thé Villa Government, 
tonight, with the statement that the 
General and his staff were shot for trea- 
son. 

General Almanza commanded a force 
of about 2,000 men. He had been sup- 
porting the cause of ex-Provisional 
President, Rulalio Gutierrez, Sefior José 
Vasconcellos, who fléa from Mexico 
City with Gutierrez and arrived in 
Washington yesterday to explain the 
Gutierrez . position. to the. State. De- 
partment, said. Almanza. had remained 
lcyal to Gutierrez, but the Villista an- 
ncuncement declared that Almanza had 
deserted Gutierrez and joined the Car- 
ranzistas, and was with the Carranzistas 
when,captured .by the Villa troops. 

The Yucatan situation was further re- 
lieved today when Secretary Bryan re- 
ceived a message from John R. Silli- 
man, the department's special agent at 
Vera Cruz, saying: ‘‘ General Carranza 
has, at the request of- the. President, 
recalled his order closing the Port. of 
Progreso."’

Swedish Minister's Protést. 


The Swedish Minister laid before the 
State Department today disquieting dis- 
patches received from the Swedish Le- 
gation-in Mexico City. Conditions ‘there 
sinc® the. re-entry of the Zarpatistas 
were described’ by the Swedish Chargé 
dad’ Affaires as deplorable: and ‘‘ ghastly.’ 
His dispatch said that the home of 
Gustav Lundholm, a Swedish ‘subject, 
had been deéspoiled- by the Zapatistas, 
and that another Swede was robbed in 
the street at-noon yesterday. The house 
of a third Swedish subject, which had 
been looted by the Carranza forces, 
was again entered and money and 
weapons demanded. 

The Swedish Minister informed the 
State Department also that the Gov- 
ernment of Sweden intended to. demand 
full: indemnity for the murder of Johan 
Eklund, a Swedish gardener, recently 
killea by Obregon’s troops before the 
evacuation of Mexico City.

. WASHINGTON, March*16. — The 
United States Government will protest 
in strong terms against the application 
to legitimate American commerce of the 
blockade announced by England, France, 
and .Russia to stop all neutral com- 
merce with Germany. 

This was indicated by President Wilson 
himself today, and the impression was 
strengthened by a statement made to- 
night hy Senator Walsh of Montana 
after leaving the White House. 

The Senator said that the British ac- 
tion’ had no precedent in law or history, 
and that an unusually vigorous. protest 
should be made against. it. He said 
there was general regret among Senators 
now that béfore the last Congress ad- 
journed, power had not been given to 
the President to declare embargoes on 
exports from the United States to the 
belligerents. He added, however, that 
he ‘had no idea that the President would 
call an extra séssion for that purpose. 

It seems likely that Holland also will 
join in a protest against the Allies’ pol- 
icy. Chevalier van Rappard, the Neth-

WARSHIPS ‘AID OPERATIONS 


New Naval Activity Taken in Lon- 
don.av Another.Sign of Big 
Movement Near. 


Special Cable to. THE. NEW. YORK TIMES. 

NORTH OF FRANCE, March 16, (Dis- 
patch.to.Tne London Daily Chronicle.)— 
The important events that have beén 
happening at Neuve Chapelle ought not 
to blind one to the achievements of the 
Belgian Army during the last few days. 

The Belgians are making distinct and 
continuous headway against the Ger- 
mans. ‘In particular they have scored 
a remarkable success between Nieuport 
and Dixmude. . 

One of the ‘latest .communiqués in- 
formed us( in the usual laconic style, 
of the ground that had been gained at 
Shoorbakke, .a village on the main 
stream of the Yser, half way between 
Nieuport and Dixmude. 

As a matter of fact, since Friday the 
Belgians have crossed the Yser between 
Dixmude and St. George's, and. have 
established themselvés in German 
trenches, abandoned: by . their former. 
occupants as the result of the particular- 
ly efficient fire of the Belgian artillery. 

The mere fact that the Belgian in- 
fantry succeeded in occupying the first 
German line of trenches on the Yser is 
a very remarkable military feat, espe- 
cially so when one considers that these 
trenches are situated in. the midst of 
floods. 

The whole region is cut up by innu- 
‘channels, either secondary 
streams of the many branched Yser or 
ditches or small drainage canals. To 
reach the German trenches, therefore, it 
ig necessary to build roads, yard by 
yard, for. the troops to march along. 

Naturally this road-making has: been 
very dangerous for those engaged in it, 
exposed..as they were continually to the 
German fire. Nevertheless, by. sheer 
perserverence this amazing feat has 
been accomplished, and at this moment 
little .pathways, made of _ hurdles, 
bundles: of ‘twigs and planks, lead from 
the former Belgian advance lines to the 
Gernaan trenches, which have just been 
taken. 

At a-number of points the Germans re- 
tired of their own accord, without re- 
sistance, and at other points the bayonet 
had to be called into play. 

This general advance ‘of some hundred 
yards over a,length of five or six miles 
has had’a splendid effect on the morale 
of the Belgian troops, who for the first 
time since the end.of October set foot 
on Belgian soil on the-other side of the 
Yser. This succesg is the more encour- 
aging as it was obtained with relatively 
small loss of life. 


WARSHIPS AID BELGIANS. 


Flanders Gains Consolidated—Brit- 
‘fsh Back in St. Eloi. 


LONDON, March 16.—With the in- 
creasing activities of the British,’ 
French, and Belgian Armies, the -eap- 
pearance of British and French warships 
off the coast of Belgium, and the time 
approaching for a great offensive move- 
ment in the west, the public is follow- 
ing the daily reports of the operations 
with renewed interest.

BATTLE IN R RAIN OF LIGHT. 


German Rockets. in Poland Ilumine 
the Night with Bright Radiance. 


WARSAW, Feb. 28, (Correspondence 
of .The Associated Press:)—Details of 
a novel’ and spectacular kind of night 
attack by the Germanis, the: chief feat- 
ure of which is an illumination of. the 
whole zone of artillery fire by a vivid 
pyrotechnic display. resembling an In- 
dependence Day celebration, have been 
brought into this city by Russian sol- 
diers from the Bzura front. This. de- 
vice is usually employed on cloudy 
nights, when the moon and stars can- 
not be depended on to reveal. the. posi- 
tions of the Russian guns. — 

The Germans appear to. be relying 
more and more upon this device for ac- 
quainting themselves with the disposi- 
tion of the enemy’s forces, since on ac- 
count of the protection given>by Rus- 
sian aviators German aeroplanes have 
been unable to fly low enough to be of 
much serviee as scouts. 

These aerial reconnoissances of the 
Germans in the Warsaw neighborhood, 
their prompt pursuit by Russian air- 
men, and the ultimate disappearance of 
the German Taubes: in the direction of 
Sochaczew: have become almost daily 
occurrences. But owing to the distrac- 
tion caused by the Russian aviators, 


voften ending in a sustained aeriai dat- 


tle, the Germans have had very little 
success in discovering the Russian po- 
ons.: 

Batteries only. partially screened- by 
clumps, of , trees. or placed with little 
hope of effective concealment, behind 
rocks or in natural depressions-in the 
ground, apparently have been unno- 
ticed by the aerial scouts, who found it 
advisable in. most cases to keep to an 
a:ti.tude of 2,000 feet or higher. 

The failure of these reconnoissances 
has been weil proved by the misdirected 
fire which has followed in the evening, 
when the Gérmans, apparently in ig- 
norance of the Russian points of con-, 
centration and the positi®ns of the prin- 
cipal battéries, have wasted their shells 
oe unimportant points in the enemy's 

ne. 

The aerial illumination ‘nas been 
undertaken with more success.’ Coming 
as 4 prelude to a heavy. bombardment, 
it is intended to accomplish the double 
aim of revealing the Russian batteries 
and dazzling and distracting the enemy 
in their efforts to reply. 

First, a great number of rockets are 
set off, und as if shattering them- 
selves ‘against the sky, break into 
luminous rain ‘over the Russian line. 
While the sky is still glowing. with this 
radiance larger and more powerful ex- 
plesives follow the rockets, bursting 
into fiery balls of red and white, which 
hang for a moment motionless over the 
Rvssian positions. In this glare every 
gun and gunner, every detail of the 
landscape, shows up as clearly as in 
daylight. Some of the balls of fire fall 
upen clumps of trees, and to the bright- 
ness” overhead is added the fire of 
burning wood. 

"The scene, according to the Russian 
soldiers, is au extraordinary one. Gun- 
ners working in comparative darkness 
eae with startling suddenness into a 
flaming picture, which lasts for a mo- 
ment’ and is then blotted out. The 
broken earth of the trenches, the tar- 
nished metal of the guns, the dirty, 
trampled snow, and the sand-colored 
uniforms of the soldiers, which in aay- 
light form a. dull and ‘neutral picture, 
catch strange tints from the German 
fireworks. 

In a few seconds the illumination 
fades, and the trenches and batteries are 
again in darkness, but in this time the 
German gunners Have been able to get 
their range. After a verification of the 
enemy’s positions by the use of power- 
ful searchlights, ‘there follows the 
crackle of machine guns and the boom- 
ing of the heavy artillery.

“The only clever thing that Germany 
has done'‘since the war began,’ Mr. 
Boyce remarked, “is to make’ this ‘out- 
cry about the shortness of food. Don’t 
you see her dodge? Nothing appeals so 
much to American sentiment or awak- 
ens’ American pity ‘or, for that matter, 
the’ pity: of neutral countries in general, 
as the idéa of a nation of seventy mill- 
* That 
carnmot be allowed,’ they say. ‘And who 
is' responsible ‘for such a state of things? 
Why, England, of course.’ 

“Consequently, away goes the sym- 
pathy toward Germany and against 
England as regards food, and also gold. 

‘‘German? can continue the war for 
two years. She may not have exactly 
everything on the table that she would 
like to have, but that there will not be 
plenty on that table is utter nonsense.” 

Reminded of the German food regula- 
tions, Mr. Boyce replied: 

“All that’ is German thoroughness. 
You must remember that the authorities 


is going to be long, whether the people 
do so or not, and they are drilling the 
civilian population in anticipation of a 
long struggle, just as they drilled the 
army. I repeat that you will -never 
starve Germany ‘out.’ 

Asked about Chilian nitrate and cop- 
per, he said: 

““Of copper they have enough, even 
plenty.. Chilian. nitrate, however, is a 
delicate point, and they were rather 
disagreeably surprised when we asked 
some question about it. But we pre- 
tended we wanted to know whether 
there was enough for agricultural pur- 
poses. I do not think Germany has 
much nitrate,. but she is managing to 
produce it chemically, although the 
chemical process is very expensive, «nd 
nitrate so* produced costs, I believe, 
about six times as much as the Chilian 
nitrate. At present, ail the available 
electrical power in Germany is being 
used for the production of this artificial 


nitrate.’ 
‘I. then inquired what Mr. 
thought of conditions in Vienna. 

F e. Viennese,” he said, ‘are enojy- 
ing themselves as usual, but we did 
notice that there was something forced, 
or rather defiant,, about their enjoy- 
ment,- as if they ‘made merry in spite 
of everything. As to the financial state 
of Austria, I cannot say much, because 
the banks issue no returns, and there is 
not much to go upon. I am certain it 
must be. very bad. What is troubling 
them now is that they cannot stamp 
out spotted typhus, and that it is in- 
creasing. 

“Dr. Jewitt, an American physician, 
who has been a long time in Vienna, 
told me he was expecting a serious out- 
break of. spotted typhus in about six 
weeks’ time; probably when the warmer 
Spring weather begins. There are about 

,000 Galician refugees in and around 
Vienna alone, and the lack of proper 
accommodation for them greatly in- 
creases the danger of epidemics.”’ 


CARREL TALKS OF HIS WORK 


Famous Surgeon Says War Has Ex- 
plodéd Medical Theories. 


PARIS, March 8, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—-Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel of the Rockefeller Institute for Medi- 
cal. Research, who has had exceptional 
facilities for observation of the work- 
ings of the sanitary department at the 
front and in the different hospitals, in a 
formal statement asserts that thus far 
surgeons have not learned much from’ 
the war. Some preconceived notions of 
the effect of modern projectiles have 
been eliminated, however, he says. 

At the beginning of the war the theory 
was credited that the greater speed of 
bullets, as compared with former wars, 
creating intense’ heat, would cauterize 
the wound and prevent infection. The 
speed of the bullet at the point of con- 
tact, however, varies with the range of 
fire. and at long range its reduced speed 
is insufficient to create the necessary 

heat, When all conditions are favorable 
the bullet wound is less serious than 
formerly, but in this war the conditions 
are seldom favorable. The consequence 
is the infection of the vast majority of 
wounds—the worst cases being caused 


by’ shrapnel. Anti-tetanus serum has 
been quite effective. 

The organization of the sanitary. de- 
partment, Dr. Cerrel says, is very effi- 
cient and-the general health of the 
French Army is excellent. The men on 
the fighting line, in spite of the hard- 
ships they endure in the trenches, are 
in. superb physical condition, and: there 
as been an entire absence of epidemics. 
The use of the anti-typhoid serum is a 
preventive, not a curative, measure, as 
the army im the field has not suffered 
from typhoid.

arded as small, considering the diffi-. 

ulties offered by the gereral infection 
of wounds. Dr. Carrel speaks highly of 
the American: Hospital at Neuilly and 
Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney’s hospital at 
Juilly, both of which are recognized by 
the ench as superior in organization 
and administration to the French hos- 
pitals. The services of the American 
nurses are particularly appreciated. 

Concerning his. personal work. Dr. 
Carrel said he considered himself bound 
to silence by his commission in = the 
French Army, but intimated that he 
was finding a vast field for interesting 
research.

Young German to Turn State’s

SEPARATE TRIAL GRANTED 


Two Naturalized Jurors, Born in 
England and Austria, Accept- 
ed—Three Others Rejected. 


Richard P. Stegler, the young German 
who was arrested by.the Federal au- 
thorities on the charge of haying con- 
spired to obtain a false passport as an 
American citigen, turned State’s evi- 
; dence yesterday against Richard Madden 





and Gustave Cook,: who are accused of 


having been concerned in the plot. 

All three were indicted together and 
were to have been tried together, but 
when the case was called in the Federal 
District Court before Judge Cushman, 
Assistant District Attorney Roger A. 
Wood moved that Stegler’s trial be 
separated from that of thé others. The 
motion was granted, and it. is under- 
stood that when Stegler is put on trial 
he will plead guilty. 

From the first appearance of . Stegler 
in the courtroom it was evident that 
Madden and Cook were not on the best 
terms with him. As he took his seat 
near them, they bent over as though to 
speak, They drew back and as soon 
as the court separated: Stegier from 
them they turned their backs on him. 
He moved his seat and this time brought 
up alongside the reporters of a Ger- 
man newspaper who had caused the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Stegler in an uptown hotel. 
On realizing it he moved again. 

Request for Delay Refused. 


Meanwhile Charles Oberwager, who 
had been counsel for Carl Ruroede in 
the former passport case, informed the 
court that he had beén retained by Gook 
and Madden only the day before and 
was not well posted on the case. Charles 
E. Cutler, their regular counsel, he said, 
was detained in. a murder case in Jersey 
City. So he asked for an adjournment. 
The court, however, refused to permit 
any delay.

Escaped from Mexico with Rich 
Garniture of Holy Statue 
-in Puebla Cathedral. 


EVADED CARRANZA’S LEVY 


Smuggled the Valuable Antiquities 
Through Vera Cruz by Carry- 
ing Them in Old Suitcase. 


The jeweled decorations of the statue 
of Our ‘Lady. of the Rosary’ in the 
Cathedral at Puebla, which were. re- 
garded as one of the richest sets of 
jewelry in the possession of the Cath- 
olic Church in Mexico, are safely. hidden 
in this city after having disappeared 
from the Cathedral since the outbreak 
of the Madero revolution. 

They arrived here on March 6 in the 
| battered and stained suitcase of Father 
; Santos Quiron, @ Mexican priest, who 
was expelled from Mexico City by order 
of General Obregon. The priest’s ap- 
pearance of poverty and the dilapidation 
of the suitcase saved him from a search 
when he was held in Mexico City with 
about 150 other priests as a hostage for 
the Catholic Church, which had been 
commanded to raise 600,000 pesos for 
the Carranza forces. . 

In delivering the suit case to the cus- 
toms authorities here, Father Quiron 
declared its contents were valued at 
$300,000. The jewels were turned over 
to be appraised by Examiner John R. 
Hecht, an authority on antiques, who 
valued the set at the figure set upon it 
by the priest. Because the pieces were 
antiquities they were admitted free.of 
duty.¢ . 

Two days after the priest had arrived 
from Vera Cruz on the Montevideo 
of the Spanish Line; the suit case was 
returned to him and was taken for 
temporary keeping to the home of the 
Dominican Fathers at Sixty-sixth Street 
and Lexington Avenue.

The collarette, which fits over the neck 
and bust of the statue, is made of sev- 
eral gold plates, and was suspended 
from the neck by a ld chain. On the 
two plates which fit over the bosom 
of the statue are the arms of Spain in 
black enamel, consisting of double 
eagles, back to back, wings raised, necks 
back, beaks open. »On the other plates 
were enameled figures in red and blue 
of the Virgin and Child. This ece 
was considered a fine example of the 
qeweiry of the period and was accepted 

y Examiner Hecht at the priest’s own 
valuation. 

Next in value to this was a robe of 
blue velvet covered with religious fig- 
ures wrought with pearls, emeralds, and 
rubies, all square cut and the work of 
some seventeenth century  lapidary. 
There were two gold crowns, one for the 
Virgin and one for the Child. They were 
studded also with square-cut diamonds, 
emeralds, and rubies. 


Ropes of Precious Stones. 


In addition there were several ropes of 
precious stones, a gold necklace set with 
gems, several strings of pearls, and 
mother of pearl, and another jeweled 
robe less rich than the Emperor’s gift. 
The priest who carried this suitcase 
was not Known as a priest when he ar- 
rived on the Montevideo, although on 
that steamer were' a number of his 
exiled colleagues It was said, when 
the ship arrived, that there were onl 
seven priests from Mexico on board. 
All of the seven talked freely of their 
trials in Mexico City. They said they 
were the last of the twenty-two priests 
who had been sent to Vera Cruz and or- 
dered to leave the country by that route.

UNKNOWN TO HIM, HE SAYS 


Alleges They Presented Claim After 
Vessel Had Sailed—Threat- 
ens to Sue for Libel. 


Bdward N. Breitung said yesterday 
that there was no foundation whatever 
for the suit brought against him by FP. 
V. Novelly & Go., ship brokers; who 


in the profits of the steamship Dacia, 
which was captured by a French war- 
ship after she had sailed from this sida 
loaded with cotton for Germany. 
cording to the complaint Mr. Breitung 
financed the purchase of the vessel and 
agreed to give the Novellys §500 when 
the ship procured American registry 
and $10,000 when she sailed with her 
load of cotton from Galveston. 

“The suit,” said Mr. Breitung, “ is 
utterly without foundation. It has not 
a shadow of justification. I never saw 


when they came to. my office and made 
a claim against me. I bought the vessel 
through H. C. Schundler, and I told him 
distinctly that I would deal with prin- 
cipals only. The whole action is without 
warrant and the claim is ridiculows.’’ 
Mr. Breitung referred to a statement 








submitted in the House of Representa- 
tives on March 2 by Representative Mc- 
Donald of Michigan, in which the whole 
matter of the purchase of the Dacia 
was set forth by Mr. Breitung, together 
with a series of letters dealing with 
the transaction, The name of Novelly 
& Co. does not appear anywhere in the 


statement, which covers five pages of 
The Congressional! Record. 

Mr. Breitung said that from the first 
minute when the discussion concerning 
the purchase of the Dacia from the 
Hamburg-American Line began, he had 
been misrepresented and his patriotism 
attacked. He intended to fight to the 
bitter end the suit of Novelly & Co. and 
to bring all those who had published 
statements touching his character and 
his honor as an American citizen into 
court and compel them to prove their 
statements or to suffer punishment. Mr. 
Breitung said: 

‘The air has beén filled with all sorts 
of wild rumors and sianders, It would 
have been easy enough ‘for any person 
desiring to publish the truth to discover 
it. But it appears that no such effort 
was made. ave told by eminent 
lawyers that I have good cause for 
action against all of the newspapers 
who have published Yrs | reflecting 
upon my character, and that I would not 
be doing justice to myself if I refrained 
from prosecuting them to the end that 
the truth may be known. I have already 
begun action against one newspaper, and 
I will shortly begin actions against a 
number of others. I have been greatly 
damaged by a certain kind of story that 
has been repeatedly published.’’ 

Asked as to the sort of story he re- 
ferred to he replied that he was largely 
engaged in the commission business and 
die business with men of every nation- 


ty. 

‘* When it is said that I am engaged 
in helping one side against the other in 
the great war,” he said, ‘it is natural 
to suppose that men of the nation I am 
supposed to oppose would not be likely 
to engage in any business dealing wit 
me. The fact is that I am an erican, 
a native of Michigan, and have been ab- 
solutely neutral and shall remain so.”

SYMPHONY’S LAST CONCERT 


Mr. Damrosch Again Devotes His 
Program to Tschaikowsky,. 
The New York Symphony Society 








closed its local season with a concert 
yesterday afternoon in Carnegie Hall in 
the master composers series. Ossip 
Gabrilowitsch was the soloist. The pro- 
gram was devoted to Tschaikowsky, 
and this marked the second concert 
within a period of less than a week at 
which the Russian composer's work 
stood alone, the Philharmonic Society 
having given an all-Tschaikowsky pro- 
gram last Saturday night in the same 
hall. - 

The numbers Mr. Damrosch selected 
were the Symphony 5 in E minor and 
the concerto :n B flat minor for piano 
and orchestra. In a short speech made 
after the playing of the symphony, Mr. 
Damrosch announced that for the last 
concert of the season all rules could be 
broken, and ‘Tsch@ikowsky's ‘‘ Marche 
Slave ’"' would be played at the end of 
the concert as an encore. In his: re- 
marks the conductor referred ‘to this as 
the “ sapplest year’ in the. history of 
the organization. 

The symphory received a fine per- 
formance, one which caused \consider- 
able enthusiasm among the members 
of the very. large audience. _The play- 
ing of the work was spirited and vig- 
orous, the tone of the orchestra sonor- 
ous and».well balanced, stirring in, the 
march themes, and rot lacking — 
siveness. and tenderness when these 
qualities were necessary. 

Mr. GabBrilowitsch's performance of 
the concerto was especially fine. “At the 
start he caught the note of rhythmic 
sweep and power that inheres in the 
first movement and never lost. sight of 
this, even through the passages of 
elaboration. There were a few instances 
of technical slips, which, however, were 
not serious enough to have an appre- 
ciable effect on the genvral result. The 
second movement was given with ex- 
quisite simplicity and the last with the 
requisite dash and vigor. Mr. Dam- 
fosch gave an excellent.accompaniment.

They-,;are so arranged as to make it 
possible to fire all on either broadside ; 
all of the rifl the forward turrets 
can be fired dead ahead, and those in 
the after turret dead astern. 

The ship's peseonnty battery will con- 
sist of five-inch .51-calbre rapid-fire 
guns, 4 three-pounder saluting guns, 2 
one-pounder guns for-boats, 2 three-inch 
field pieces, and 2 .80-callbre machine 
uns.

Protection Against Torpedoes. 


The vessel will be heavily armored, 
with special. protection against subma- 
rines and air craft. The protection 
against under-water attack has been am- 
plified by the provision of improved 
anti-torpedo bulkheads, designed to lo- 
calize the effects of heavy guncotton 
charges carried by torpedoes.

PLANS ALIEN SETTLEMENTS. 


Would Use $10,000,000 to Place 
Them on Federal Lands.’ 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—A plan’ for 
the expenditure of $10,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment money for the purpose of trans- 
porting newly arrived immigrants to 
Government lands, and thus relieving 
the prose involved in congestion of 
population in the big cities, is to be ad- 
vocated by Secretary of Labor William 
B. Wilson. The money is available, and 
only needs the authority of Congress 
to porate its use in the way suggested. 

The $10,000,000 is a gurplus of the 
fund collected from payment of the 
immigrant head tax required to be paid 
to the national Government. This tax 
is” for -each immigrant, and the 
amount mentioned remains “after the 
expenses of the immigration service have 
been met. It is growing larger ‘every 
ear. According ‘to the Secretary of 
Labor, the tax was never intended to 
be @ source of revenue. 

The plan the Secretary of Labor has 
in mind. contemplates the transporta- 
tion. of immigrants to Government lands 
in. community groups and establishing 





them on the lands under an arrange- 


ment by which they will refund to the 
Government the amounts advanced as 
soon as they have begun to make profits.

The druggist peered through a curtain 
shutting off the rear of his store, as the 


detectives | entered, » recognizi 
them, exclaimed: — ate ; 
‘Hello! I'm ready.” 
Masson and Graham walked to the 
rear, where Leonard had living quarters. 
According to the detectives, these were 





the furnishings of the store, which were 
dingy. Leonard was playing a phono- 
graph and invited the detectives to 

ear the record out: They sat for a 
minute or two after confiscating about 
$500 worth. of morphine and cocaine 
which they found in a secret cupboard 
in the wall, and Leonard chatted pleas- 
ty with them, finally asking and ‘re- 
ceiv permission to telephone to 
his father.

BATTLESHIP BREAKS SHAFT.

Describes Ballou’s Visit to Her 
.on Fatal Night and How She” 


Later Found Him Dead. 
\ 


WEEPS MOST OF THE TIME 


Denies, Under Cross-Examination, 
That She Had Any Occasion to 
Defend Herself Against Ballou.

BRIDGEPORT, March 16.—Mrs..Helen 
M. Angle today told her -story to the 
jury in the Superior Court, which is 
trying her for manslaughter in connec- 
tion with the death of Waldo R. Ballou 
in Stamford-on June ’23 last. Mrs. Angle 
occupied the witness chair nearly all of 
the day, and the general opinion in the 


courtroom was ‘that she had made @ 
good witness in her own behalf. Her 
story was interrupted by sobs. 

The courtroom was filled with women 
and dbout 500 were turned away be- 
cause of the crowded condition when 
Judge Williams took the bench.

She also 
studied music at the Boston Conserva- 
tory and sang in various churches, 
among them the Labor Temple, in Four- 
teenth Street, New York, where she was 
engaged up to the time of the tragedy.

Angle, but gota divorce in 1911 on the 
ground of desertion.

QOcHsS ‘appears to be the 
largest stockholder of THr New York 
Times, accprding to the testimony of 
Mr. Van ANDA?

Q.—Are you able to tell us whether 
he has any financial support of any 
kind in England? A.—TI can tell, you 
that he has none. -So far as one man 
who is in daily association with an- 
other, in confidential relations with 
him, knows his‘business affairs, I can 
tell you positively that he has not. 

Q.—I asked because I was informed 
that that was the case. A.—He has 
none whatever. I suppose I know the 
rumor to, which you allude. It is abso- 
lutely false. 

Q.—What is the rumor? A.—It is 
one that has been circulated by persons 
who are not in sympathy with our 
course, that The London Times has 
some relation with us. It has none 
whatever. 


How, and from whom, did Sena- 
tor WaLsH obtain the “information” 
which formed the .basis of these 
questions?

THE ALBANY POST ROAD. 
A Dill is yearly introduced at Albany, 
‘and has been yearly: defeated, to per- 
mit the laying of trolley tracks on the 
State boulevard, well known as the 
Albany -Post Road and bearing the 
heavy ‘automobile traffic from New 
York to the State capital. ‘The in- 
troducers always ignore the fact that 
this crowded thoroughfare is in many 
places narrow, steep, and winding, and 
that a-trolley line would not only be 
a disfigurement but dangerous. 

Because this highway is peculiarly 
adapted to vehicular traffic it is pro- 
tected by a law forbidding the laying 
of railroad tracks along its route, ex- 
cept. in the cities of New York and 
Yonkers and in the town of Cortland 
and the village of Ossining. The 
Slater-Law -bill now. before the Legis- 
lature would permit a trolley line to 
be laid all the way between Yonkers 
and North. Tarrytown. The Governors 
of the Automobile Club of Amfrica, 
realizing the menace to vehicles in- 
volved -in such a permit, have ex- 
pressed their opposition to its grant- 
ing in a memorandum showing that no 
trolley line is needed. Local residents 
have always opposed the project. <A 
motor-bus service has been installed 
along the route in question, which 
supplements the train service of the 
‘New York Central Road. These amply 
meet the needs of property owners 
and dwellers along the Albany Post 
Road without coming in conflict with 
the rights of vehicular users of the 
highway. { 


TWO SCHOOLS IN PLACE OF ONE. 

While Mr. Wiuu1aAm Wirt, Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Gary, proceeds 
with his work as expert adviser to 
New York’s school system, the belief 
grows that his scheme of planting two 
schools in one building has nothing to 
do with providing ‘‘ part time.” -That 
is the correct impression. Mr. WIRT 
believes that even where there is 
ample room for all the pupils in a 
single school, this school should be 
converted into two duplicate schools, 
using only a part of the building, in 
order to give the pupils the greatest 
opportunities. 

Under the single-school régime in

Thus an industrial and com- 
mercial school for every pupil is pro- 
vided without extra cost to taxpayers. 
Apprentices and masters do only 
enough work to cover the cost of 
salaries, materials, and tools. There 
are no evils of “‘ child’ labor” in these 
moédel industrial shops. The secret of 
this training lies: in conserving the 
time of children swhich in this. city 
‘has been worse than wasted ‘in the 
wild‘ life of the streets.

The alternative 
was to continue a hopeless struggle, the 
end of which would have been the death 
of all the men on board the cruiser ex- 
cept the: few who chanced 'to be picked 
up by their foes after leaping from her 
as she went down. 
To be sure, the officers and crew of 
the Dresden are now as much lost to 
Germany, for present military purposes, 
as they would be if they had gone down 
with her, but the war will not last. for- 
ever, and certain women and children 
at home have not. been added to the al- 
ready terribly great number of: widows 
and orphans in that country. It cannot 
be denied, however, that the wise sur- 
xender, after only the beginning of a 
fight, lacked the quality of heroism 
which ,has come to be expected almost 
as a matter of, course, not only from the 
Germans, but from all the other partici- 
pants in this war, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Austrians. 

If the Dresden had gone down with her 
flag flying and defiant to the dreadful 
last it would have been folly from a 
dozen points of view—something from 
as many to be regretted and even repre- 
hended—and yet there would have been 
about it a magnificence that would have 
been instinctively recognized and ad- 
mired by all, just as its lack is instinct- 
ively missed. by all, though not con- 
demned. In the circumstances, refusal 
would have been a form of madness, but 
it would have put a termination to the 
cruise of the Dresden quite different 
from the one it has now, and would 
have given to her commander a place as 
different in the annals of the German 
Navy. 

These are facts, and their statement 
need not be resented. They are not a 
denial that there are times when brave 
men should surrender, as well as times 
when they should die, or at any rate 
when they do, in what seems useless- 
ness, though such deaths are probably 
never without an indirect utility.

It is significant of 
the better time com- 
ing—or come—in the 
business world that 
one George FRANCIS 
Rowe, the owner of a dry goods store 
out in Seattle, has just been convicted of 
fraud and fined $25 for doing what not 
long ago would everywhere have been 
excused as permissible, if not almost 
commended as shrewd and enterprising. 

Mr. Rowe’s offense consisted in ad- 
vertising the sale at cost of everything 
in his store, and then not doing it, and 
the particular case against him was 
made by a reporter of The Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer who bought a shirt for 
$1.10, ‘“‘ marked down from $1.50,” and 
then proceeded to’ prove not only that 
the $1.10 was not ‘‘ the cdst of the ma- 
terials,” as he had been specifically as- 
sured, but that it gave the seller a profit 
of some 35 cents over the real cost of 
the shirt. 

At the trial Mr. Rowe tried to con- 
vince the court that ‘‘ cost,’’ as used in 
advertisements, meant more than’ the 
price paid for goods by the retailer to 
the wholesaler; that it meant a lot of 
other things in addition, such as freight 
and rent and clerk hire and the keeping 
of account books. The effort failed, 
even on his own showing, and after 
many experts had testified that the shirt 
bought for $1.10 was the poorest sort of 
a-shirt and not a bargain at all, sen- 
tence was imposed for violation of. the 
law against fraudulent advertising.

” New York, March 16, 1945: 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


cited considerable controversy and have 
elicited some criticism, The main criti- 
cism appears to be that, while isolating 
Germany from commerce with the rest 
‘of the world, this result is not’ brought 
about by the usual method recognized 
by international“law, to wit, a block- 
ade, and that consequently the rights of 
neutrals are affected in an illegal and 
unprecedented fashion. 

It is. quite true that the doctrines of 
contraband and blockade are the usual. 
and normal methods employed by bel- 
ligerents for destroying their enemies’ 
commerce, and that neutrals may prop- 
erly insist upon both of-these doctrines 
being applied within cértain limitations 
and within the spirit at least of the 
precedents evolved by history and usage 
and acquiesced in by the nations. 

The question, therefore, arises, in dis- 
passionately considering the effect of 
the English Orders in Counqj, whether 
they have so far exceeded the principles 
of international law and their legiti- 
mate consequences as deduced from past 
practice as to justify the Government of 
the United States in protesting against 
them, ag extra legal. 

I believe that a tentative study of 
these Orders in Council Will indicate two 
things: r 
First—That their interference, with 
neutral commerce is not an illegitimate 
extension of the necessary interference 
with neutral commerce, permissible 
under the rules of international law as 
practiced by the United States itself, 
and, 

‘Second—That in their effects they 
have been made to bear as lightly as 
possible on neutrals and the more oner~ 
ous consequences of blockade have been 
avoided. 


The prohibitions enumerated 
British orders are of four kinds: 
1. No merchant vessels from any 
port shall be allowed to proceed to any 

German port. 

2..No merchant vessel sailing from 
any German port shall be allowed to 
proceed on her voyage. 

3. Any merchant vessel sailing from 
any port to any port, carrying goods 
with an enemy destination or enemy 
property, may be arrested, and ' 

4. Every merchant vessel’ sailing 
from a port other than a German port, 
i. e., a neutral port, and having on 
board goods of enemy origin or enemy 
property may likewise be arrested. 

There is no virtue or sacrosanctity in 
mere words. The term ‘blockade’’ is 
not used, but obviously a_ blockade 
might well be created without using 
that peculiar term, and, as I shall ex- 
plain, there may be good reason for not 
using it. 

It is obvious by glancing at No. 1 and 
No. 2 that they merely provide for the 
capture of goods going in or coming out 
from German ports. This is nothing in 
the world but the simple, old-fashioned 
blockade, the object of which was to 
shut the-ports of the enemy to all com- 
merece of all kinds going in or coming 
out. oe 
* Nos. 3 and 4 involve a more complex 
situation. No. 3 evidently deals with 
the situation where goods from. a neu- 
tral port, going to a neutral port, have 
Germany as an, ultimate destination. 
This at first blush would seem -to be an 
interference with commerce between 
neutral ports, and, therefore, illegiti- 
mate. The answer, however, to the 
suggestion is that our Government, dur- 
ing the civil war, found it necessary in 
order to accomplish the objects of its 
blockade of the South, to’ pursue this 
very course. Its action in so doing was 
sustained by the Shpreme Court of the 
United States, and their decision, sent to 
an arbitration commission, by request 
of Great Britain, was in turn sustained 
by an arbitral board. 'Tiiis is shown in 
the cases of the Peterhoff (5 Wall., 28) 
and the Bermuda, (3 Wall., 514.) 

The rule is stated in plainest fashion 
by the Chief Justice in the latter case: 

It makes no difference whether the des- 
tination to the rebel port was ulterior or 
direct; nor could the question of destina- 
tion be affected by transshipment at Nas- 
sau, if, transshipment was intended, for 
that could not break the continuity of 
transportation of the cargo. 

The interposition of a neutral port be- 
tween theutral departure. and belligerent 
destination. has always been a favorite 
resort of contraband carriers and blockade- 
runners. But it never avails them when 
the ultimate destination is ascertained. A 
transportation from one point to another 
remains continuous, so long as intent re- 
mains unchanged, no matter what stop- 
pages or transshipments intervene. (P. 
553.) 

The Supreme Court by this reasoning 
sustained the effectiveness of the block- 
ade, which would have been completely 
futile had it been possible for the Con- 
federates, using Bermuda or Matamoras 
as a base, by means of transshipment 
to obtain supplies from the outside 
world.

board... It would be easy for’ Germany 
to have an outlet for her commerce and 
to make the British blockade ineffect- 
ive if she could usé, say, Rotterdam 
for the purpose of sending out her 
goods and vending them to the out- 
side world by means of neutral vessels. 
While it is not possible legally to block- 
ade the port of a neutral, this would 
result only in affecting ships from Rot- 
terdam with German goods, and,. while 
it might be claimed that to a.certain 
extent it did act as a ‘blockade upon 
Rotterdam, it obviously does.,so no more 
than was the case with Bermuda or 
Matamoras, Where a country has con- 
tiguous frontiers it ‘is ,1mpossible to 
blockade her if she may obtain supplies 
from and send goods out of a neutral 
Port, and ‘this inconvenience to neutral 
commerce must be suffered by the neu- 
trals unless the ‘doctrines of blockade 
are to be done away with.: 
We, therefore, have no more reason 
for protesting against ‘the Hnglish Or- 
ders in Council than had’ Great Britain 
reason for protesting against our gov- 
ernmental regulations’ as to blockade 
when the goods in British ships to neu- 
tral ports were seized ne our own 
civil “war. 
Again, it must be vaainunmunlk that 
since the time of the French Revolution 
and,Napoleon the doctrines of ultimate 
destination and continuous. voyage had 
to be developed by reason of changed 
means of transportation. One hundred 
years ago goods going to a neutral port 
might well be assumed to remain in the 
country to which they were shipped, 
but with improved railroad facilities no 
such probability vexists, and these doc- 
trines have mérely made effective the 
general principle of blockade acquiesced 
in for the last 200 years. 
As the Supreme Court said in another 
well-known case, (The Springbok, 5 
Wall. 1): ~ 

Upon the whole case we cannot doubt 
that the cargo was originally shipped with 
-intent to violate the blockade; -that the 
owners of the cargo intended that it should 
be transshipped at Nassau into some ves- 
sel more likely to succeed in reaching safely 
a blockaded port than the Springbok; that 
the voyage from London to’ thes blockaded 
port was, as to cargo, both in law and in 
the intent of the parties, one voyage; and 
that the Hability to condemnation, if 
captured during any part of that voyage, 
attached to the cargo from the time of 
sailing. (Pp..27-28.) 


It would thus seem that the Orders in 
Council are. fairly within the spirit of 
blockade as they existed both in gur his- 
tory and in that of foreign. nations. ‘The 
Continental view as to blockade is that 
it should be maintained by a successj6én 
of ships at the, entrance of a port, and as 
Russia and France have joined swith 
Great Britain in this blockade they may 
well have. considered that the Orders in 
Council did not in this technical respect 
constitute a blockade, and may. for that 
reason have desired to avoid the term: 
However that: may be as to Continental 
views of international law, no such Hmi- 
tation can be ‘invoked by the United 
States, for in the cases arising out of the 
recent Spanish war it has been held that 
a ship destined for an enemy port under 
blockade may be seized ahywhere upon 
the high seas, .and that one vessel in 
these modern days of swift-cruisers may 
be sufficient to blockade a port. (Olinde 
Rodriguez, 174 U. 8.) 

Thus the only question’that could fair- 
ly be raised under recognized rules 
would be as to the effectiveness of a 
blockade, ineffective or paper blockades 
being prohibited by the Declaration’ of 
Paris. This question is one of fact, as 
our courts. have held, and would have to 
be raised in each case. 

The British Orders in Council, it must 
be moreover noted, differ in their conse- 
quences from a strict blockade ‘in the 
treatment dealt out'to neutrals. Neutral 
vessels and cargoes are not confiscated, 
as they would be were the strict doctrine 
of blockades applied. The British Gov- 
ernment has evidently been intent upon 
inflicting as little injury as possible upon 
neutral commerce. I scarcely think that 
we can reproach them in this respect, 
nor blame them for having applied a 
blockade without having recourse to all 
its dire consequences and penalties. This 
would seem to indicate a disposition to 
derange world commerce as little as may 
be compatible with fighting an enemy 
whose famous submarine war-zone order. 
not only jeopardized human life, both 
of belligerents and of neutrals, but de- 
stroyed ship and cargo without possi- 
bility of recourse to legal procedure. 

The two measures are so different in 
character as to be altogether incom- 
mensurate and incomparable. The one 
is a fair development and application o 
well-established rules and precedents of 
international law; the other is-a meas- 
ure of ineffective savagery, for which we 
can find no precedent since Grotius first

WHITE PLAINS, N. ¥., March 16.— 
It developed today, according to the ap- 
praisal filed by State Transfer Tax Ap- 
praisér William’ CC. Clark .of Mount 
Vernon with Surrogate Sawyer of West- 
chester County, that instead of the Rev. 
Charies R. Corley, who was the rector 
of St. Mary’s Roman Catholic Church 
of Yonkers for a-quarter of .a century,

OUSTS THREE BALL CLUBS. 


Eastern Association Drops New 
Haven, Hartford, and Springfield. 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 16.—The 
storm clouds which have been hovering 
over the Eastern Baseball Association 
broke today when three of the Direttors 
met here and declared forfeited the 
franchises of the New Haven, Hartford, 
and Springfield Clubs. This leaves as a 
nucleus of the league—Bridgeport, New 
London, and Pittsfield. 

Directors J. H. Clarkin of Hartford, 
William Care of Springfield, and George 
Cameron of New Haven—the latter 
through proxy—declined to attend the 
meeting on advice of counsel. These 
three Directors claim that the meeting 
of the Directors of the other three clubs 
Was not legal, as no quorum was 
present. 

Directors Hugh Reddy of Bridgeport, 
Eugene McCann of New London, and 
John Zeller of Pittsfield met with Presi- 
dent- James H, O’Rourke behind closed 
doors for two hours. After the meeting 
O’Rourke announced that the New 
Haven, Hartford, and Springfield Clubs 
had failed to post the necessary bond of' 
$2,000 to finish out the season, and 
therefore the franchises had been de- 
clared forfeited under the constitution 
of the association, 

O’Rourke said that an adjourned meet- 
ing would be held in New Haven next 
Friday, when the matter will be dis- 
cussed further. He declared that at this 
time the league would receive applica- 
tions for franchises from Waterbury, 
Danbury, and possibly from Hartford. 

Cc. J. Danaher of Meriden, who is 
counsel for the three clubs refusing to 
attend the‘meeting, said tonight that in 
his opinion today’s action was invalid 
and that an appeal would be made to 
the National Commission.

Exports Pass the 6,000,000-Bale 
Mark, with Prospects Good for’ 
7,000,000 by End of- Season. 


Considering the amount.of pressure to 
which the market was subjected, cotton 
yesterday showeda remarkably steady 
undertone -and final prices ‘represented 
the highest ‘closing level: of any session 
since-trading was. resumed on. Nov. 16. 

The market showed its ability to ab- 
sorb all offerings at. practically no re- 
cession. The range ‘of-fluctuations was 
narrow, ‘but. this. was regarded as a 
rather favorable indication after an ad- 
vance of such proportions. 

The census repoft on’supply and dis- 
tribution, published soon after the open- 
ing, -was considered’ moderately bullish. 
The consumption “by American mills in 
Februaty was put at 463,167 bales, 
egainst 455,231 last year. The total for 
the seven months ended with February 
was therefore. approximately 3,054,000 
bales, against 3,271,000 last year. In the 
early part of the season the consymp- 
tion of cotton was‘snialler than for the 
corresponding period last year. The 
amount of cotton held by spinners was 
put at 1,654,000 bales, against 1,712,000 
last ‘year. The stock in independent 
warehouses was estimated at 4,089,000 
bales, against 2,314,000 last year. The 
total consumption of linters thus far is 
placed at 183,000, against 179,000 last 
year. 

Exports yesterday passed the. 6,000,000 
bale mark, and the day's. clearances 
were 56,525, bales. -The total for the sea- 
son is. 6,022,000 ‘bales, against . 7,492,000 
last year. The total clearances furnish 
conservative ground for satisfaction, in- 
asmuch as estimates made early in the 
season showed 6,000,000 bales the maxi- 
mum for the twelve months. It is pos- 
sible that the outgd from now on may 
show a big falling off, but it seems rea- 
sonably sure that exports for the rest of 
March will be very heavy, and with four 
months still to go until the end of the 
cotton fiscal year, there is reasonable 
probability. that total exports will ex- 
ceed 7,000,000 bales. 

A message from Charleston to a local 
firm yesterday said: ‘“ Have been au- 
thoritative.y informed that orders 
amounting to 60,000 bales of spot cotton 
were received here last night for Rot- 
terdam. They were for four grades 
amounting to 15,000 bales each.” A Nor- 
folk wire said: ‘‘ Spots very firm, with 
enormous demand.”

LESS RAILROAD. CASUALTIES. 


2,748 Persons Killed During Three 
Months of Last Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 16,—The ope- 
ration of steam railroads in the United 
States in’ the three months of July, 
August and September last, cost 2,748 
lives, o» at the rate of nearly 11,000 a 
year. There were in addition 47,215 
persons injured. These figures show 4 
pronounced improvement in the casual- 
ty record of railroads in that period as 
compared with records of 1913. 

There were 1,095 collisions and 1,! 
derailments in this period, of which 
ninety-seven collisions and 168 derail- 
ments affected passenger trains. The 
damage to cars, engines, and roadway 
eaused by ‘these accidents, including the 
cost of clearing wrecks, amounted to 
$2,342,511, These figures show increases 
compared with figures reported for the 
preceding quarter, but show a decrease 
of 539 in the number of collisions and 
a decrease of 289 in derailments reported 
for ‘the same quarter of the previous 
year. 

Defective roadway and equipment to- 
gether caused over 71 per cent. of all 
the derailments reported.

CALL FOR TRADE CONGRESS. 


Bryan Cables Invitation to All 


American Republics. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—A cab'ed 
invitation from Secretary Bryan to all 
the countries of South and Central 
| America to send three representatives 
to Washington as guests of the United 
States for the Pan-American financial 
conference on May 10 was transmitted 
through the several Ambassadors and 
Ministers today.2 The message was as 
follows: 

In pursuance of.a provision of the 
Diplomatic and Consular Appropria- 
tion bill of the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States, npproved March 4, 1915, you 
are instructed to extend an invitation 
to the Government’ of —— to appoint 
delegates, not exceeding three in 
number, to attend conference of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in Wash- 
ington on May 10, 1915. A similar in- 
vitation is to be: sent to each of the 
republics of America. 

he conference will be held with a 
view to establishing closer and more 
satisfactory. financial relations be- 
tween the republics of America, and 
it is hoped that the Minister of Fi- 
nance of the respective Governments 
will be able to attend as one of the 
three delegates, and that the delegates 
may b versed in finance and banking 
and business problems. 

The delegates hereunder appointed 
while they are in this country will be 
the guests of the United States of 
America. ‘The Secretary of State of 
the United States of America will 
participate in the conference, and the 
diplomatic representatives of the 
United States of America of the re- 
spective countries to whom this invi- 
tation is sent will be themselves in- 
vited to attend the conference in ad- 
dition to the members whose special 
eppoimtoens is herein invited. 

t is the intention of the Secretary 
of the Treasu to invite to the con- 
ference, in addition to the above, 
leading representative bankers of the 
United” States of America. It is ex- 
pected that the conference will dis- 
cuss in addition to the problems of 
banking, problems of transportation 
and commerce between the various 
countries represented. 

In communicating the invitation the 
President especially desires you to im- 

ress upon the overnment of —~ 
he great pleasure it will give to him 
and his associates in the Government 
to welcome its delegates to the confer- 
ence, and to extend to them the hos- 
pitality of the ‘Government of the 

United States of America. 

Mr. Bryan will send out later invita- 
tions to bankers and business men of 
this country to participate in the con- 
ference.
